It is not uncommon to see in the public news- 
papers, an advertisement, informing the peo- 
ple, that at such a time and place, the Reve- 
rend Mr. Such-an-one, will delivera sermon

or lecture : And it often happens, that a pufi 


is attached to the notification in a style suffi- 
ciently gross to put even a strolling-player or 
a mountebank to the blush._—Well—the title 
of reverend, or the puff, or the novelty, will of 
course attract the attention and curiosity of 


the multitude, and away they will go, men, 


women and children, gentle and simple to 
hear the man preach. Ov such occasions it is 
usual for the preacher to attempt either direct- 
ly or indirectly, to destroy the confidence which 
the people repose in their regularly settled pas-

entirely on the modesty of the preacher. Some 
times he will begin, by insinuating that they

' time of great ignorance and darkness—that the 


translators were fanatical and puritanical men 
whose notions of present duty and future re- 
sponsibility, were by far too rigid—and that it 
is high time to view religion in a more liberal 
and rational sense. Again, he will declare, 
that there is nothing in the original text, to 
support. the doctrine of the Trinity, or of the | 
divine nature of the Saviour, or of the atone- 

ment of Christ—and that every passage of this 

kind, has been either interpolated or mistrans- 

lated by wicked and designing men. 1 men- 

tion these, as some of the modes of attack. 

To mention them all, would not only be diffi- 

cult, but unnecessary. The object is, to per- 

suade the people that they are deceived by 

their pastors. And how often does it happen, 

that bold assertions, an insinuating address, or 

insidious appeals to the passions, are but too 
successful |! Llow often is the salutary influ- 
ence of the regular pastors destroyed—the 
peace of religious Communities disturbed—and 

discord and confusion introduced, where no- 
thing but love and harmony should reign ! 
And what, in cases of this nature, can the pas- 
torsdo ? Ef they, perceiving the young lambs 
of their flocks, credulously listening to these 
insinuations and assertions, and drinking in the 
poison of heresy and infidelity, take the alarm 
and venture to stand forth in defence of their 
conduct and their principles, a hue and ery is 
raised by a certain class of the community, and 
they are stigmatized as bigots, and as the abet- 
tors of priestcraft and spiritual tyranny. 


Now, [ doubt vot that every pious or 
sober man in the community, will admit, that 
this is a great evil. Why then, will not men 
of this description, resort to the only remedy, 
which appears te noid out ine hope of pros Wig 
eMaucuel? Let every person who feels an in- 
terest inthis concern, endeavour to obtain cor- 
rect views of the Christian miuistry, and of the 
sacerdotal office. Let the profession be held 
sacred : and let no man be received and ac- 
credited as an ambassador of Christ, who does 
not come clothed with due authority, and who 
does vot acknowledge some legitimate head 
and fountain of power, by means of which sui- 
table checks are provided, & control and disci- 
pline faithtully administered. — Let this be done 
and we may rest assured, that we shall not sce 
such numbers flocking to witness the exhibi- 
tions of preachers, who put themselves on a 
footing with strolling-players and mountebanks: 
or we may at least flatter ourselves, that 
we shall not see them surrounded by sober men, 
and orderly Christians, and reputable ladies. 

If the pretentions of these men were duly ex- 
amined, I verily believe, that in nine cases out 
of ten, it would be found, that they bad not 
passed through even the lowest forms of an or- 
dination ; and that some of them, possessed 

‘so little of the confidence of their tellow-men, 
that they never would have thought of attempt- 
ing to preach, where they were known. In 
other cases, they, may hold a license to preact 
obtained from some small congregation, wm 
some obscure spot, in some remote corner of 
the earth: and fortified with this, they go forth 
advertise themselves as reverend divines, and 
aflect to preach the gospel—while they are la- 
bouring to overturn its very foundations ! 


Is the sacred profession then, of so litile con- 
sequence ? Is it of less dignity than the other 
liberal prefessions ? When strolling self-styled 
doctors advertise their quackeries, the civil 
authority interposes Why so? The worst 
they can do, is to tamper with the health and 
kill the body. But spiritual quackery may 
destroy the soul. Further, [believe it is a 
rule of courts of justice, that no person may 
appearas the advocate of a client, without a 
regular licence from the court—(not trom the 
people.) Suppose then, that a person should 
appear in a court of Justice, and offer his ser- 
vices as an advocate, and should produce as 
his authority, a certificate, stating, that in such 
a town, on such a day, at a meeting lawfully 
convened, it was voted, that Mr. night 
exercise the office of an attorney atlaw? I 
trust he could not be admitted to the bar— 
even though his name should be graced with 
the appendage of Esquire. But, it would 
seem, that a meeting, lawfully or unlawtully 
convened, may appoint a man to preach the

Animal Instinct.—We do not think the re- 
cords of instinct ever contained a more extra- 
ordinary instance than we are now about to re- 
late, and for the truth whereof we pledge our 
selves.

and went straight to the same farrier’s shop, 
a distance of a mile and a half. The farrier 
had no sooner opened his shed, than the horse, 
which had evidently been standing there some 
tine, advanced to the forge, and held up the ail- 
ing foot; and the farrier instantly began to 
examine the hoof, discovered the injury, took 
off the shoe, and replaced it more carefully, 
on which the horse immediately turned about 
and set off at a merry pace for his well known 
pasture. Whilst Mr. Lane’s servants were on 
the search they chanced to pass by the forge 
and on mentioning their supposed loss, the far- 
rier replied, ‘Oh, he has been bere and shod, 
and gone home again,’ which on their return 
they found to be actually the case.—Chatten- 
ham Chron.

Public Worship and Prayer-meet- 
ings were better attended.: One of the Soldiers, an 
established and consistent Christian, has a number of 
promising Natives under his care.

This town isthe most healthy and flourishing of 
any inthe Colony, and the advances which have 
been made in Christian knowledge and piety by 
the inhabitants, are of the most encouraging charac- 
ter. Mr. Johnson seems to have completely won 
the affections of the people,and to have used his influ- 
ence to the best of all purposes. The Communicants 
attaehed to his.church, were about 300 ; 80 have ap- 
plied for baptism, of whom 36 had been admitted as 
Candidates, and others remained to be examined— 
The whole of the Inhabitants are in the habit of at- 
tending Public Worship, two or three families except- 
ed, who live at a distance, and follow their country 
fashions. 

The crowded state of the Congregations will ap- 
pear from the simple expression of the Native War- 
den; who, long before the bell rang, came to Mr. 
Johnson—“ Massa, the Church full, and plenty peo- 
ple live outside, and cannot come in ‘gWhat must I do 
with them ?” Let some who “ profess and call them- 
selves Christians,” think of these facts. 

432 Scholars were under iustruction in the schools, 
and in the Christian Institution, and the number in- 
creasing. 

One large stone School House, 73 feet by 30, in- 
cluding a Piazza, is already finished for the Girls; 
and another of the same size for the Boys is in for- 
wardness. 

The Native Teachers are highly useful to Mr. John- 
son, inthe Schools, in visiting the sick, and their 
countrymen in the neighboring hamlets. 

_Maeh has been done in cultivation. Large quan- 
tities of Cassada are raised for home consumption 
and exportation. ‘The usual sale of which has been 
660 bushels per week. 

Mr. Johnson writes, ‘ notwithstanding the un- 
healtbiness of the climate, I can assure you, that the 
longer lam here, the more I like to be here ; for the 
Lord Jesus, who is our Shepherd, is with us.” 

The Christian Institution, is a School of a higher 
order, intended to prepare the most promising of the

[The following particulars relative to the late dis- 
tressing occurrence at Durham, is extracted from the 
last Register.] 

Dornan, Feb, 26, 1822. 
The stage route between New-Haven and Hart- 
ford, passes in this town over a wooden bridge, cros- 
sing a small deep gulley, through which, in ordinary 
times, flows a small stream, on which is erected a 
dam on the easterly side of the bridge, at the distance 
of 180 feet. 
During the violent storm of the 21st inst. the wa- 
ters above the dam were greatly increased, and flow- 
ed over it with an almost incredible violence, carry- 
ing before thern large bodies of ice, which were driv- 
en against the trestles of the bridge, and cut one pair 
of them through below the surface of the water. 
Shortly after this part of the bridge had been car- 
ried away, before it was known to many of the inhab- 
itants, and between the hours of eleven and twelve 
of the forenoon, at which time a very extraordinary 
and sudden rise in thefwaters took place, the stage 
from Hartford arrived at the bridge, with Messrs, 
Isaac Prentiss, John T. Palmer, and Philip Gray, as 
passengers.—They attempted to cross the bridge, and 
were so far over, that the head horses safely arrived 
on the southern abutment, when that part of the 
bridge suddenly gave way, and the stage, and the 
wheel horses. driver and passengers, were precipita- 
ted into the torrent, Which hurled them before it, and 
rendered the strength of the horses, and skill and 
courage of the driver, equally unavailing. 
Inafew moments, they were borne against the 


1UR plaved CUE the CUT Utne of foot passengers, 
and here appears to have been the firct plore where 


the carriage received any material injury. At this 
place Mr. Gray and the driver were snatched from 
pending destruction by an almost miraculous interpo- 
sition of Providence ; but that same wise Being de- 
erced that here should terminate the earthly career 
of the two unfortunate gentlemen whose untimely 
tall we lament. 

The alarm was immediately spread through the 
town,and every person seemed anxious to render as- 
sistance at the risk of health and even life. 

In about four hours alter the melancholy catastro- 
phe, the body of Mr. Prentiss was found about 28 
rods to the westward of the log. The body of Mr 
Palmer was not found until the next morning, when 
it was discovered lodged against a willow, at the dis- 
tance of 24rods to the westward of the log. 

The mails were found on the afternoon of the 21st, 
at the distance of one hundred and twenty rods from 
the bridge, and all the articles of baggage have since 
been recovered. 

The bodies of the two unfortunate gentlemen were 
kept until the following Sabbath to be delivered to 
their friends, should application be ma le for them. 

Having in the mean time been made somewhat ac 
quainted with their characters and circumstances, it 
was determined to show to their remains every res- 
pect due to unfortunate strangers, or that might by 
syinpathy soothe the agonized feelings of their rela- 
tives. 

On the day of interment, a large and respectable 
concourse of people from the surrounding towns, at- 
tended the remains to the meeting-house in Durham, 
where a very impressive funeral sermon, from Job 
14th, 5th, was delivered by Rev. David Smith, to 
an uncommonly large and deeply affected assembly

Adoption of the new Counstitution.--Yesterday being 
appointed for the adoption of the new constitution of 
our state, the Honorable the Corporation of this city 
made suitable arrangements to celebrate the event in 
apublic manner.

ten States ship Cyane, fort Colunbus and the Navy 
Yard. The military were formed on the Battery and 
were reviewed by Major General Morton,after which 
they took up their line of march to the City Hall, 
where they passed in review of the Corporation, 
the civil officers of the city, and many gentlemen of 
distinction. The troops were then displayed around 
the Park, and fired a feu-de-joie. 

The appearance of the military was highly respec- 
table, and their marchings would have done credit to 
regular troops. 

The Park was completely filled with people, and 
the front of the Hall presented a beautiful scene ; 
the steps of the extended porch being crowded with 
ladies, the rich colours of whose dresses had the ap- 
pearance of immense rows of variegated flowers ri- 
sing above eachjother in the form of an amphitheatre

Progress of the Arctic land Expedition. 
Under Lieut. John Franklin, R.N. 
Wecopy the following detailed account of 
the earke® of the land expedition towards 
the Ame a, under the direction of Lieut 
Jobn raul from the daily Journals. 1) 
purports Tbe writtep by a person belonging 
to one of the companyowho went along with 
that offic): to cumberland. @ We have dives 
ted it of some of its grandiloquence and hyper- 
bole, and given its facts in a less ornate sivle 
— Lit. Gazette. ; 
“ Soop after the expedition arrived on the 
coast of Hadson’s Bay, they proceeded frou 
York Factory, the grand depot of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, towards their wintering 
ground at Cumberland, the central post of th 
interior, a distance of about 900 miles from th: 
coast. Lieutenant Franklin, Dr. Richardson. 
Mr. Back and Mr. Hood, attended by tiv 
Orkneymen, engaged to man the boats in th 
rivers of the interior, and who having worked 
in the Company’s service several years, unde: 
stood the language of many of the Indian 
tribes, left the factory on the 7th of September, 
1819, with a fair wind, under a salute from 
the depot, and amidst the acclamations of the 
officers and men of the Company. Of the 
store of provisions supplied by Government for 
the use of the expedition, the greaver part was 
left at the starting point, on account of the dil 
ficulty of conveyance. On the third day atter 
their departure trom the factory, the boats ot 
the Company, which were proceeding to the 
yarious trading posts in the interior, came up 
with the expeditid% in the Stee! River, distant 
about sixty miles from the place at which they 
set out. Most oi the rivers in that part of 
America abound with rapids and falls. The 
rapids are generally more navigable near the 
banks, but they frequently extend across the 
stream. and then the labour of the boat's crew 
becomes excessive, every man being obliged to 
turn into the water and assist in carrying the 
boat sometines to the distance of hall a milk 
before they gain the head of one of those impe: 
\s the Company’s boats followed Ue 
track of the expedition, several of the tin case 
which had contained preserved meats wer 
seen at the different up-putting places, (tl: 
posts of ground ou the banks chosen for pos 
sing the nights upon,) and those miserable . 
bodes were drenched with rain. Two blac 
bears were also seen prowling about, and de. 
vouring some of the luxuries which the trav 
ellers had ascertained it was inspossible to con 
vey in any considerable quantities turther up 
the river. The traders with the North Ames. 
ican Indians, in travelling to their posts kind! 
fires of immense magnitude upon landing t 
rest for the night. duvery man carries his fir 
bag, containing all the necessary apparatus 
They pivceed to hew down the the trees, a: 
office wiich they perform with wonderful des 
terity. he fires are lighted, the tents for ihe 
officers pitched, and the only regular meal ta 
ken during the twenty-four hours, served up in 
as comfortable a manner as possible under th 
circumstances. As the travellers advanced 
the mild season not having yet begun to disay, 
pear, vast herds of grey deer were observe: 
passing the rivers towards the Equim aux lands 
and the Indians who were accompanying the 
expedition gave extraordinary proofs of their 
activity, by rushing upon the animals in the 
water, and stiking long knives into their hearts 
Lieut. Franklin, on entering the Hill-river, so 
called from a neighbouring eminence, the only 
one that presented itsel/ between York Factory 
and Cumberland, found it necessary to request 
that the officers of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
would lighten his buat of the greater part of the 
still-remaining luxuries and instruments. 


















This 
accomodation was readily given, and after the | er 
most laborious efforts, the expedition reachec 
the Rock depot, one of the Company’s posts, 
having devoted seven days to the exausting 
toil of working up thirty miles of their journey. 
Upon arriving at the depot, the expediton were 
treated with great hospitality by Mr. Bunn, the 


the Titmeg, a fish which they admitted was the 
most delicious they had ever tasted, and which 
was caught in God’s Lake (an immense piece 
of water, so named from the abundance and 
excellence of its inhabitants.) Mr. Hood who 
is one of the draftsmen of the expedition, took « 
sketch of the Rock-fall and the post, which 
presented one of the most beautiful objects in 
these desolate regions, and introduced a dis- 
tant view of a wigwam, with its inmates. 
‘Five days after the expedition left the Rock 
depot they reached another post, having en 
countered many difficulties similar to those 
which had preceded. There was, however, 
some relief to the painful sameness of the jour 
ney in several beautiful lakes through which 
‘hey had to pass. At Oxford-house post. 
which was, reached four days subsequently 
they were provided with pimmikin, the cele 
brated winter food of the country, made of 
tried deer or buffaloe flesh, pounded and mix- 
ed with a large quantity of the fat of the aui- 
nal. This food constitutes the luxuries o! 
winter, is the most portable af all victuals, an’ 
satisfies the most craving hunger in a vers 
short time. The officers of the expeditior 
were not a little surprised at the difficulty «/ 
cutting their meat, but they soon recoucil:: 
‘nemselves to the long established practice ol 
‘hopping it with a hatchet. During the sun: 
ner, ducks, geese, partridges, &c. are to bn 
had in the greatest abundance ; but the fros 
soon drives all those delicaces out of the reach 
f the active Indian, and pimmikin beconv 
the only resource of the traveller. The nex: 
ost at which they arrived was Norway-house. 
npon leaving which they entered upon Lak 
Winnipic, at the farther side of which is th: 
“rand rapid extending nearly three miles, where 
they were obliged to drag their boats to th 
shore,and carry them over the land: or to ns: 
the technical phraise, “launch them over the 
the portage.” The woods along the bank- 
were all ina blaze, it being the custom of th 
uitives, as well as of the traders, to set fire t 
the trees around the up-putting places, for tly 
double purpose of keeping off the cold and the 
wolves, whose howling increases in proportion 
to the extent of the conflagration. The expe- 
dition passed several other rapids and falls a 
long a flat, woody, and swampy country, across 
five miles of which no eye could see. At 
length they reached the White Fall, where an 
accident took place, which had nearly deprived 
the party of their Commander. While the 
men were employed in carrying the goods and 
boats across the portage of the fall, Lieut 
Franklin walked down alone to view the rapid. 
the roaring of which could be heard at the dis 
tance of several miles. He had the boldness to 
venture along the bank with

A letter of the 25th of August, from Montre 
‘1, states, that a letter from the expedition, da 
i-din June, had reached that place: the only 
addition that it makes to intelligence alread:

110 West long. from Greenwich. All the 
members had passed an agreeable winter, liv 
ing on the flesh of rein-deer, which animal a- 
bounds in those regions, and passed the en: 
campment in great droves, which encampment 
was made in September last, when farther pro 
gress become impracticable. The party consis- 
ted of Caotain Franklin, the three gentlemen 
above named, one seaman, nineteen Canadian 
travellers, and seventeen Indians, making in 
all forty persons. They were to commence.
